Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 22. 
—One of tho most ajiimlling 
fires in the history of Indianap- 
olis occurred to-nii?ht. The 
XationaJ Sujgical Institute, ono 
of the most famous institutiun.s 
in the United States, burned to 
the ground. The lire startotl 
in tho otlioo building, and above 
this oflice were the wards for 
babes and mothers, and known 
as the A B C dopartmeids. 

Attendant iiartley awakonod 
all the patients in the halls and 
on tho upper rooms pendemon- 
ium reigned. Shriek after 
shriek for holp wont up as the 
inmates realized their horrible 
situation.' In a few moments 
white end thoroughly scared 
faces appeared at each window 
of the large building, and the 
lips could bo ^n beseeching 
succor from those below; yet 
their voiooa oould not bo heard. 
I'rayor after prayer wenl^ up 
from the unfortunates that they 
nr.ight not perish jn flames after 
s uffer i n g t h 0 n I ost terrible pai n s 
from their afflictions. 

The Surgical tnstituto is a 
large four>story building and 
when tho firo broke outto>night 
it sholtorod .'{(Mt patit nts. crip- 
ples of every descri])tion, many 
of theni entirely helpless. The 
scone that grcuMed the firemen 
upon their appearnnbe was of 
the njpst appalling character.
